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PERFORMANCE OF 31 LOS ANGELES CITY COLLEGE STUDENTS WHO

(MEDIAN AGE, 24, HALF WERE FROM LOS ANGELES CITY HIGH 
SCHOOLS, THEY REPRESENTED 16 DIFFERENT MAJORS (SIX IN 
ENGINEERING, FIVE IN ART), THEY HAD A 3.29 GRADE POINT 
AVERAGE, THEY AVERAGED 65 UNITS AT LACC, AND 12 RECEIVED THE 
AA DEGREE. OF THE 18 FOR WHOM SCHOOL AND COLLEGE ABILITY TEST 
SCORES WERE AVAILABLE, NINE SCORED BELOW THE MEDIAN FOR 
COLLEGE FRESHMEN IN EITHER VERBAL OR QUANTITATIVE ABILITIES. 
ONLY TWO STUDENTS SCORED IN THE TOP DECILE IN BOTH ABILITIES, 
WHILE FIVE HAD COMBINED VERBAL AND QUANTITATIVE SCORES IN THE 
TOP DECILE. OF TWO STUDENTS WHO FELL BELOW A C AVERAGE IN 
THEIR FIRST SEMESTER AT THE UNIVERISITY, ONE WAS DISMISSED.
